Be it enacted by the Council and House of Representatives of 
the Territory of Wisconsin: 

SECTION 1. That if any dog shall be found killing, wounding, 
or worrying any sheep or lambs, it shall be lawful for any person 
forthwith to kill or wound such dog, and the owner or person har- owner of dog- 

liable for dam-
boring such dog shall be liable for all damages so done by said age .

Sze. 2. if any dog shall worry, wound, or kill any sheep or 
lamb, and the person owning or harboring such dog, shall not keep Owner liable 

the same confined after having been notified thereof he shall be

liable to pay treble damages to the person whose sheep or lambs 
may thereafter be killed or injured by said dog; and if such dog is 
not confined within twenty-four hours after such notice, any person
